Any literature, in- 
cluding any book, magazine, pamphlet, 
newspaper, storypaper, comic book or writing, 
and any figure visual representation, or image 
including any drawing, photograph, picture or 
motion picture, if:

ial the average person applying con- 
temporary community standards would find 
that the subject matter taken as a whole ap- 
pears to the prurient interest; 


ib) the subject matter depicts or describes 
in a patently offensive way, sexual conduct of 
a tyype described in this section; and 


(c) the subject matter, taken as a whole, 
lacks serious literary, artistic, political, 
educational or scientific value. 


‘‘Sexual conduct’’ Patently offensive 
representations or descriptions of ultimate 
sexual acts, normal or perverted, actual or 
simulated, and patently offensive epresen- 
tations or descriptions of masturbation, ex- 
cretory functions and lewd exhibitions of the 
genitals. 


“Transportation facility’? Any conveyance, 
premises or place used for or in connection 
with public passenger transportation, whether 
by air, rail, motor vehicle or any other 
method, including aircraft, watercraft, 
railroad cars, busses, and air, boat, railroad 
and bus terminals and stations. 


Section 3. Dissemination to minors — No 
person shall knowingly disseminate by sale, 
Joan or otherwise explicit sexual materials toa 
minor. ‘‘Explicit sexual materials’’ as used in 
this subsection, means materials which are ob- 
scene, or: 


(a) any picture, photograph, drawing, 
sculpture, motion picturefilm, similar visual 
representation or image of a person or portion 
of the human body which depicts nudity, 
sexual conduct, or sadomasochistic abuse and 
which is harmful! to minors: or 


(b) any book, pamphlet, magazine, printed 
matter however reproduced, or sound recor- 
ding which contains any matter enumerated in 
Section 3'a) or explicit and detailed verbal 
descriptions or narrative accounts of sexual 
excitement, sexual conduct, or 
sadomasochistic abuse and which, taken as a 
whole, is harmful to minors. 


Section 4. Admitting minor to show — It 
shall be unlawful for any person knowingly to 
exhibit for monetary consideration to a minor 
or knowingly to sell to a minor an admission 
ticket or pass or knowingly to admit a minor 
for a monetary consideration to premises 
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whereon there is exhibited, a motion picture 
show or other presentation which, in whole or 
in part, depicts nudity, sexual conduct, or 
sadomasochistic abuse and which is harmful 
to minors, except that the foregoing shall not 
apply to any minor accompanied by his 
parent. 


Section 5. Definitions — As used in Sections 
(3) and (4) of this section: 


(a) “‘Minor’’ means any person under the 
age of 17 years. 


(b) “Nudity’’ means the showing of a 
human male or female genitals, public area, 
or buttocks with less than a fully opaque 
covering, or the showing of the female breast 
with less than a fully opaque covering of any 
portion thereof below the top of the nipple, or 
the depiction of covered male genitals in a 
discernibly turgid state. 


(c) ‘Sexual Conduct’’ means acts of 
masturbation, homosexuality, sexual in- 
tercourse, of physical contact with a person’s 
clothed or unclothed genitals, public area, but- 
tocks or if such a person be a female, breast. 


(d) ‘‘Sexual excitement’? means the con- 
dition of human male or female genitals when 
in a state of sexual stimulation or arousal. 


(e) “‘Sadomasochistic abuse’’ means 
flagellation or torture by or upon a person clad 
in undergarments, a mask of bizarre costume, 
or the condition of being fettered, bound or 
otherwise physically restrained on the part of 
one so clothed. 


(f) ‘Harmful to minors” means that quality 
of description or representation, in whatever 
form, of nudity, sexual conduct, sexual ex- 
citement, or sadomasochistie abuse, when it: 


(i) predominantly appeals tothe 
prurient, shameful, or morbid interest 
of minors; and 


(ii) is patently offensive to 
prevailing standards in the adult com- 
munity as a whole with respect to what 
is suitable material for minors; and 


(iii) is utterly without redeeming 
social importance for minors. 


(g) ‘Knowingly’? means having general 


knowledge of, or reason to know, or a belief or 
ground for belief which warrants further in- 
spection or inquiry of both: 


(i) the character and content of any 
material described herein which is 
reasonably susceptible of examination 
by the defendant; and 


(ii) the age of the minor: Provided 
however, that an honest mistake shall 
constitute an excuse from _ libaility 
hereunder if the defendant made a 
reasonable bona fide attempt to ascer- 
tain the true age of such minor. 


Section 6. Requiring sale as conditions of 
business dealings — No person shall knowingly 
require any distributor or retail seller as a con- 
dition to sale or deliiery for a resale or con- 
signment of any literature, book, magazine, 
pamphlet, newspaper, storypaper, paper, 
comic book, writing, drawing, photograph, 
figure or image, or any written or printed mat- 
ter, or any article or instrument to purchase or 
take by consignment for purposes of sale; 
resale or distribution any obscene literature, 
book, magazine, pamphlet, newspaper, 
storypaper, paper comic book, writing, 
drawing, photograph, figure or image, or any 
written or printed'matter of an obscene nature 
or any article or instrument of an obscene 
nature. 


Section 7. Injunction — The Mayor may in- 
Stitute proceedings in equity in the Court of 
Common Pleas of Allegheny County when any 
person violates or clearly is about to violate 
this Ordinance for the purpose of enjoining 
such violation. 


Section 8. Exemptions — Nothing in this Or- 
dinance shall apply to any recognized historic- 
cal society or museum accorded charitable 
status by the Federal Government, any coun- 
ty, city, borough, township or town library, 
any public library, any library of any school, 
college or university or any archive or library 
under the supervision and control of th Com- 
monwealth or a political subdivision. 


Section 10. SEVERABILITY 


If a final decision of a court of competent 
jurisdiction holds any provision of this Or- 
dinance, or the application of any provision to 
any circumstances, to be illegal or un- 
constitutional, the other provisions of this Or- 
dinance, or the application of such provision to 





other circumstances, shall remain in full force 
and effect. The intent is that the provisions of 
this Ordinance shall be severable and that this 
Ordinance would have been adopted if any 
such illegal or unconstitutional provisions had 
not been included. 


Section 10. That any Ordinance or part of 
Ordinance, conflicting with the provisions of 
this Ordinance, be and the same is hereby 
repealed so far as the same affects this Or- 
dinance.

b. Declaration of Policy 


The purpose of this ordinance is to promote

struction. 


Historic District: A defined territorial 
division of land which shall include more 
than one (1) contiguous or related parcels 
of property, specifically identified by

Any other 
person or organization, interested in said 
designation, may also be heard at the 
hearing. 


Public notice of the time, place, and pur- 
pose of the public hearings shall be given at 
least fifteen (15) days prior thereto.

ESTABLISHMENT OF THE 


a. A Historical Review Commission is hereby 


established, and the same shall consist of 
seven (7! citizen members, each of whom 
shall serve without compensation. The 
membership positions shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the Mayor of the City of Pit 
Lsburgh and shall be filled as follows: 


One (1! member shall be an officer of 
the Pittsburgh History and Landmarks 
Foundation orsimilar loca] 
organization, 


One (1) member shall be an Architect 
or an Architectural Historian who has 
been selected by the Mayor from a 
recommended list of no fewer than 
three individuals who have been sub 
mitted by the public at iarge, including 
appropriate professional societies : 


One (1) member shall be appointed 
from the Department of Planning: one 
(1) member shall be appointed from the 


Department of Housing, Bureau of 
Building Inspection. One (1) mem- 
bership position shall be filled by the 
Maor from the membership of the 
Greater Pittsburgh Board of Realtors, 
and this representative shall be selec- 
ted to fairly represent the viewpoints of 
the Real Estate sales community.

of office. Any appointed member of the 
Commission may be removed from office 
by the Mayor only for just cause and with 
the approval of the Council. The Mayor 
shall submit reason constituting cause in 
writing to the Commission and to the Coun- 
cil. An appointment to fill a vacancy shall 
be only for the unexpired portion of the 
term. 


Officers: The Mayor shall appoint the 
chairman of the Commission who shall be 
responsible for calling all meetings within 
the prescribed time limitations as set forth 
in this ordinance. The secretary of the 
Commission shall be elected by the Com- 
mission and shall keep the minutes of the 
meetings and a permanent record of all

will preserve or protect the historic 
and architectural nature of the 
defined district or structure. 


3) Exterior architectural features, in- 
cluding all signs which are subject 
to public view from a public street, 
way, or place. 


4) General design and arrangement. 

5) Texture, material, and color. 

6) The relation of the factors in 3, 4, 
and 5 of this section to similar 


features of buildings or structures 
in the immediate surroundings. 


Section6. ESTABLISHMENT OF 


HISTORICAL DISTRICT REVIEW BOARDS 


Each historic district that contains ten (10) 
or more structures may establish a District 
Review Board composed of five (5) 
residents of the Historic District. The in- 
dividuals selected must be people who have 
demonstrated outstanding knowledge and 
interest in historic and architectural 
preservation and restoration. If a district 
chooses to establish a District Review 
Board, the method of selection of the Board 
shall be specified in the ordinance that 
designates the historic district. Represen- 
tatives of the Department of City Planning 
and the Pittsburgh History and Landmarks 
Foundation shall act as non-voting, ex- 
officio members of the Historic District 
Review Board. 


Section 7. EFFECTS OF DESIGNATION 


c. Within forty-five (45) days of the date of the 


permit application, the Historical Review 
Commission shall consult with the ap- 
propriate Historical District Review Boar- 
ds, meet, and make a recommendation to 
Council concerning the appropriateness of 
such permit request considering the 
criteria for evaluation contained in Section 
5 herein. Written notice of the time and 
date of such meeting shall be given to the 
applicant for the requested permit at least 
seven {7} days prior to the date of such 
meeting to allow the applicant to appear to 
present testimony in support of the permit 
request.

Historical Review Commission’s recom- 
mendation, Council shall meet and certify 
as to the appropriateness of the permit 
request. Failure of Council to certify within

Commission of such request.

Disapproval of the governing body shall be 
given in writing to the applicant, to the 
agency issuing permits and to the Pen- 
nsylvania Historical and Museum Com- 
mission. 


Section 8. RIGHT OF APPEAL 


Any applicant for a permit who is 
aggrieved by failure of the Bureau of 
Building Inspection to issue a permit by 
reason of the disapproval of Council to cer- 
tify as to the appropriateness of the work 
described in such permit application may 
appeal therefrom in the same manner as 
appeals are made from other decisions of 
the Bureau of Building Inspection, the 
agency charged by law with the issuance of 
permits for such building changes. 


Section 9. EXCEPTIONS TO THE EF- 
FECTS OF DESIGNATION 


a. The limitations upon the issuance of 
demolition or building permits in any 
historic district or for any historic struc- 
ture shall not apply when the work involved 
in the permit has been ordered by the 
Bureau of Building Inspection or the 
Allegheny County Health Department for 
the preservation of public health or safety. 


b. If the Allegheny County Health Depart- 
ment or the Bureau of Building Inspection 
has ordered work on or demolition of a 
historic structure or a structure located 
within a historic district, the Historical 
Review Commission shall be notified of the 
proposed work or demolition. If the 
Historical Review Commission disagrees 
with the plan of either agency, the Com- 
mission shall have the right to delay the 
proposal sixty (60) days by submitting a 
delay request. During the delay period, the 
Commission may develop alternative plans 
for consideration. If after sixty (60) days 
no such alternative plans can be developed, 
the proposed work or demolition may 
proceed as ordered. 


Section10. PENALTIES FOR NON- 
COMPLIANCE 


Whoever constructs, reconstructs, alters, 
or demolishes any exterior architectural 
feature or establishes any new exterior 
sign on any designated historic structure or 
on a structure within a designated historic 
district in violation of this ordinance shall 
be punished by a fine up to three hundred 
dollars ($300.00) for any one offense, 
recoverable with costs, together with 
judgments or imprisonment not exceeding

Each 
day’s violation shall be a separate offense.

The Council of the City of Pittsburgh 
hereby enacts as follows: 


Section 1. Section 1065.09(b) of the Pit- 
tsburgh Code is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


b. The term ‘“‘selective code system’’ means 
that each sending station when operated 
will cause sounding devices to signal a pre- 
determined number of strokes which is in- 
dicative of the location of the sending 
station. All selective code systems shall 
have a signal recorder consisting of an an- 
nunciator or register ticker tape and take 
up reel, or printer installed at a location ap- 
proved by the Fire Chief. The annumciator 


indicator shall have a holding system to in- 
dicate operated station until resetting of 
the master fire alarm box. A selective code 
system will cause the location of the 
building to be transmitted directly to the 
Fire Department through the Pittsburgh 
Citizen Emergency System. Connection to 
the Pittsburgh Citizen Emergency System 
shall be made upon order of the Fire Chief 
and unless herein previous signal systems 
to the Fire Department shall not be discon- 
nected until the ‘‘selective code system”’ is 
connected to the Pittsburgh Citizen 
Emergency System. The term ‘‘uncoded 
system” means that all sending stations 
when operated, will cause sounding 
devices to sound the same signal. 


The building owner or manager shall 
provide to the City a locked in dry contact 
closure capable of carrying 48 volts DC at 
500 milliamps on a 22 gauge or heavier 
wire. Contact closure must be capable of 
being restored to the master alarm box. 


If the dry contact closure is not available 
when the City or its contractor is ready to 
connect the master box to the Citizen 
Emergency System, the selective code 
system will not be attached to the Citizen 
Emergency System or the previous signal 
system to the Fire Department. Connection 
shall be made by the City or its contractor 
when the dry contact closure is available; 
upon which time the owner of the selective 
code system shall pay an additional fee of 
$100.00. 


The City will give the owner of each selec- 
tive code system thirty (30) days notice 
prior to the date of connection to the Pit- 
tsburgh Citizen Emergency System. 


The location of the master box and contact 
closure shall be determined by the Fire 
Chief. 


The term ‘“‘presignal system”’ means that a 
coded alarm shall originally be sounded 
only at designated locations including the 
master alarm box (operation) location. 
Provision is made for sending a coded 
alarm on all sounding devices from the 
same sending station. 





Provision shall be made to convert the pre- 
signal system to a coded alarm system if at 
any time the pre-signal system is no longer 
desired or no longer meets the requiremen- 
ts of the Bureau of Building Inspection. 


Section 2. Section 1065.11 of the Pittsburgh 
Code is hereby amended to read as follows:

Section 3. Said debt shall be evidenced by an 
issue of general obligation bonds to be in an 
amount not less than $8,600,000 designated 
“City of Pittsburgh General Obligation Bonds 
of 1980’’ with an appropriate series 
designation, bearing interest at a rate or rates 
to be determined upon the sale thereof, but not 
in excess of 8% per annum (‘‘1980 Bonds’’). 
The 1980 Bonds shall mature in installments in 
such amounts as will produce an ap- 
proximately level annual debt service over a 
period of twenty (20) years from the date of 
issuance. The first principal payment shall be 
approximately one year from the date of 
issuance of the 1980 Bonds.

WHEREAS, the City of Pittsburgh (‘‘City’’) 
deems it necessary at this time to borrow the 
sum of $8,500,000 to pay the cost of the

area or in a site suitable to the 
relocatees; to attempt to meet their 
needs; or to attempt by negotiation to 
purchase their property at a mutually 
agreed upon price.” 


‘WHEREAS, Council is satisfied that 
adequate provisions wil! be made to relocate 
displaced residents and businesses without un- 
due hardship; and 


WHEREAS, Council is satisfied that 
adequate provision will be made to implement 
a plan or process to involve minorities, 
veterans and women; and 


WHEREAS, Council held a public hearing on 
said Redevelopment Proposal! and Plan on 
1979, at which hearing Council afforded op- 
portunity to all persons or agencies interested 
to be heard and received, made known, and 
considered recommendations in writing with 
reference to said Redevelopment Proposal;

WITNESSETH: 


Whereas, Authority, as part of its Mass 
Transit Improvement Program is engaged in 
the design and construction of a 6.8 mile ex- 
clusive busway (East Busway) between down- 
town Pittsburgh and the Borough of Wilkin- 
sburg, (East Busway Project) ; and 


Whereas, the East Busway Project is in the 
public interest and will be beneficial and ad- 
vantageous to the City in that it will facilitate 
the expeditious and effective movement of 
transit patrons by reducing travel time and 
improving the quality and reliability of service 
for people using mass transit, it will provide an 
economic benefit to the City of Pittsburgh, it

(1) Authority shall accomplish or cause to be 
accomplished the vacating of all streets, 
roads, alleys, easements, rights-of-way or 
other public ways, to be eliminated in 
preparing the East Busway Project for its new 
use, aS shown in the Project plans and 
specifications, which plans and specifications 
are incorporated herein by reference, and City 
shall approve said vacations. Authority shall 
be responsible for and bear all expenses in the 
attaining of approvals from property owners 
abutting said streets, roads, alleys, easemen- 
ts, rights-of-way or other public ways. Said 
vacations, except for reimbursement to City 
by Authority for costs or expenses incurred by 
City, shall be at no cost or expense to 
Authority. 


Authority shall, with respect to those lands 
in the East Busway Project designated for 
reuse as streets, roads, alleys, sidewalks, 
easements, rights-of-way and other public 
ways by the East Busway Project plan, 
dedicate such land to street and other public 
purposes, and, if necessary or desirable, shall 
convey to the City, if so requested, free of 
charge, any land so dedicated. City shall, 
within a reasonable time after request 
therefore by Authority, and after inspection 
and approval, accept the dedication thereof of 
any land or constructed street for street and 
other public purposes. The streets, roads, 
alleys, easements, rights-of-way and other 
public ways to be vacated, elocated and/or 
dedicated are those listed on Exhibit A, at- 
tached hereto and made part hereof. Said list 
may be amended by mutual written 
agreement between the Authority and the 
Department of Public Works and/or the 
Departmentof Lands and Buildings of the City. 
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(2) City shall, upon Authority request, ac- 
complish or cause to be accomplished the 
granting of all curb cuts for East Busway 
Project ramps and the granting of all surface, 
subsurface and aerial easements and/or en- 
croachments necessary in preparing the East 
Busway Project for its new use. Said curb cuts, 
easements and/or encroachments, except for 
reimbursement by Authority for costs or ex- 
penses incurred by City, shall be granted at no 
cost or expense to Authority. The curb cuts, 
easements and/or encroachments necessary 
to prepare the East Busway Project area are 
the curb cuts, easements adn/or en- 
croachments listed on Exhibit B attached 
hereto and made part hereof. Said list may be 
amended by mutual written agreement bet- 
ween Authority and Department of Public 
Works of the City. 


(3) Upon Authority’s request, City shall con- 
vey its interest in any city-owned property 
necessary for the construction of the East 
Busway Project and shall convey its interest in 
any tax delinquent properties that are 
necessary for the construction of the East 
Busway Project and which are owned jointly 
by the City, the Board of Public Education of 
the City of Pittsburgh and the County of 
Allegheny. The city-owned properties and the 
City interest in tax delinquent properties to be 
conveyed for the East Busway Project include, 
but are not limited to, the properties listed on 
Exhibit C, attached hereto and made part 
hereof. 


The City shall in approving the vacation of 
any streets, roads, alleys, easements, rights- 
of-way or other public ways, pursuant to 
paragraph (1} hereof, insofar as it has a legal 
right to do so and subject to the reservation by 
the City of any necessary easements, convey 
or cause to be conveyed to Authority, without 
any cost, any and all land and interest in land 
owned by City under such streets, roads, 
alleys, easements, rights-of-way or other 
public ways that is required for the East 
Busway Project. Conveyance of such land 
shall be made within a reasonable time after 
request therefore by Authority to facilitate 
carrying out the East Busway Project plan. 


{4} City, at no cost or expense to City, shall 
support efforts of Authority in attaining ad-

(6) Authority, at its cost and expense and 
with City approval, shall remove and relocate 
to other suitable locations all city-owned and 
maintained water and sewer facilities which 
are required to be relocated in accordance 
with the East Busway Project plan. The city- 
owned and maintained water and sewer 
facilities which are required to be relocated in- 
clude, but are not limited to, those listed on 
Exhibit D, attached hereto and made part 
hereof. For the purposes of this paragraph (6) 
approval of plans and specifications in ac- 
cordance with paragraph (5) hereof shall con- 
stitute City approval. 


(7) Authority, at its own cost and expense 
Shall reconstruct in accordance with the plans 
and specifications for the East Busway 
Project and in accordance with City specifi- 
cations, the Penn Avenue and Centre Avenue 
vehicular bridges and the South Graham 
Avenue and North Lang pedestrian bridges 
spanning the East Busway Project. The plans 
and specifications for the above-named 
bridges shall be subject to the review and 
approval of City, said approval being based on 
acceptable engineering standards. 


(8) Upon Authority request, City shall aban- 
don the existing Shady Avenue bridge and 
vacate a portion of existing Shady Avenue and 
Authority, at its own cost and expense, shall 
remove the abandoned bridge structure, con- 
struct a new pedestrian bridge and relocate 
Shady Avenue in accordance with the plans 
and specifications for the East Busway 
Project. The work on relocated Shady Avenue 
Shall be in accordance with the plans and 
specifications and is subject to the review and 
approval of City; said approval being based on 
acceptable engineering standards. 


{9) Except as provided in paragraphs 10, 11

(11) With respect to vehicular bridges upon 
which Authority is performing adjustments or

underpinning, Authority shall be responsible 
for the repair of all damage to said bridges 
caused by or resulting from Authority work 
thereon. A list of the said bridges on which 
Authority will be performing adjustments or 
underpinning is attached hereto and made 
part hereof as Exhibit E. Said list may be 
amended by mutual written agreement bet- 
ween the Authority and Department of Public 
Works of the City. 


(12) City agrees that in the event it 
demolishes, alters and/or reconstructs the 
present Herron Avenue bridge, it will coor- 
dinate its activities with the Port Authority 
and will demolish, alter and/or reconstruct 
said bridge in a manner consistent with the 
plans and specifications for the East Busway 
Project and in accordance with the 14’6” 
minimum overhead clearance requirement for 
the East Busway Project. 


(13) City shall cooperate with Authority in 
designing any traffic management measures 
necessary for the efficient interface of bus 
traffic along the East Busway corridor with 
public streets. Said traffic management 
measures shal] be jointly approved by City 
and Authority and incorporated into the ap- 
proved plans and specifications, said approval 
being based upon acceptable traffic 
engineering standards. Authority shall pay 
material and installation costs for those 
pedestrian and vehicular traffic signals shown 
in the approved plans and specifications. 


(14) City shall cooperate with Authority in 
the issuance to Authority, when required, of 
any and all properly submitted permits and/or 
approvals of the City and any of its depart- 
ments, agencies, boards or commissions; 
provided, however, nothing in this Agreement 
shall be construed as relieving the Authority of 
its responsibility, if any, to attain required ap- 
provals and/or permits. 


(15) In accordance with the provisions of 
existing lease agreements between City and 
Authority’s predecessor in title, if necessary, 
City agrees to relinquish its leasehold interest 
in the following facilities: 


(a) The portion of the Dallas Avenue city- 
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owned asphalt plant located on Authority 
property; and 


(b) Playground located on Finance 
Street. 


(16) City agrees to permit Authority to in- 
stall and maintain at its own cost and expense 
and where Authority deems necessary, 
busway and railroad protective fencing on 
city-owned vehicular bridges. A list of the said 
vehicular bridges upon which Authority will be 
installing and maintaining protective fencing 
is attached hereto and made part hereof as 
Exhibit F. 


(17) City agrees, subject to its review and 
approval of plans, to permit construction by 
Authority of portions of walls 8 and 9a over its 
storm sewer easement located between 
Conrail Stations 1387 and 1378, provided, 
however: 


(a) Authority shall be responsible for any 
damage to said sewer caused by or resulting 
from construction of walls 8 and 9a. 


(b) City shall not be responsible for any 
damage to that portion of walls 8 and 9a over 
its sewer easement caused by or resulting 
from maintenance, repair or replacement 
work performed on the sewer by City.

(18) City agrees to cooperate with Authority 
in the acquisition by Authority of Urban 
Redevelopment Authority property required 
for the Project. Further, City agrees it shall 
grant any approvals necessary or required by 
City for the conveyance of property by Urban 
Redevelopment Authority to the Port 
Authority required for the East Busway 
Project. Urban Redevelopment Authority 
owned properties necessary for the con- 
struction of the East Busway Project are listed 
on Exhibit G, attached hereto and made part 
hereof. 


(19) It is understood that all costs of the East 
Busway Project herein contemplated are to be 
financed in part by various Federal, State and 


Local Governmental bodie and that in the 
event delays or difficulties arise in securing 
those funds then Authority may serve formal 
written notice of cancellation upon the City 
and further obligations under this Agreement 
shall thereupon become null and void. 
However, it is understood and agreed that 
such termination shall not affect any 
obligation incurred under this Agreement as a 
result of any acts undertaken prior to such ter- 
mination. 


(20) Authority shall require its contractors 
performing work on the Easy Busway Project- 
to procure and name City as a additional in- 
sured on the following insurance:

Further, Authority shall, by Agreement with 
its contractors performing work on the East 
Busway Project, require its contractors to 
defend any and all suits, actions or claims 
brought against the City, its officers, agents or

Adopting the 1980 Capital Budget and ap-

provement Program. 


Be it resolved by the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh as follows: 


Section 1. The 1980 Capital Budget as set 
forth in Exhibit 1 attached hereto and made 
part hereof is hereby dopted and the new 
project authorizattons listed therein are 
hereby approved. 


Section 2. The 1980 through 1985 Capital Im- 
provement Program as outlined in Exhibit 1 is 
hereby approved as a guide but new project 
authorizations are made subject to approval’ 
by Council through adoption of the annual 
Capital Budget. 


Section 3. In accordance with the i | cw © 
Project Community Development Accounting 
and Monitoring System being implemented 
pursuant to Resolutions 1000, 1003, and 1004 of 
1979, the Controller is hereby authorized and 
directed to enter into the records of the Capital 
Project Fund of the City the current ap- 
propriations set forth in the 1976, 1977, 1978, 
1979 and 1980 Capital Budgets. 


Section 4. The Controller is further 
authorized to place in and set aside in the 
Liquid Fuel Tax Fund, funds received from the 
Commonwealth in the form of Liquid Fuel 
Taxes which are specifically designed for 
capital improvement projects. 


Section 5. The Mayor is hereby requested to 
submit to Council no later than February 15 a 
financing plan for 1980 Capital Improvement 
Projects including a recommendation on the 
sale of bonds and/or notes. 


Section 6. The City Controller and the City 
Treasurer are hereby authorized to place in 
the Bond Fund all cash currently on hand from 
the proceeds of the sale of debt and to ccept 
reimbursement to such fund from other sour- 
ces for expenditures made under Federal, 
State or private grant programs. 


Section 7. The City Controller and the City 
Treasurer are hereby authorized to transfer 
from the Bond Fund to the Sinking Fund such 
funds a s may be necessary to repay the 1979 
Series A Bond Anticipation Notes payable in 
the year 1980.

RESOLUTION 


Making appropriations to pay the expenses 
of conductig the public business of the City of 
Pittsburgh and for meeting the debt charges 
thereof for the fiscal year, beginning January 
1, 1980. 


Be it resolved by the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh as follows: 


Sectoin 1. That the revenues of said City 
derived from taxes and other sources for the 
fiscal year beginning January 1, 1980 and en- 
ding December 31, 1980, including therein cash 
surplus on hand at the close of busiriess on 
December 31, 1979, are hereby appropriated in 
the General Fund the sum of $156,173,283.00 
and the Water Fund in the amount of 
$11,232,894.00 an additional $11,977,000.00 
Police and Fire salaries and Department of 
City Treasurer-Audit, to be paid from Revenue 
Sharing Trust Fund, making a total budget of 
$179,383,177.00 to pay the expenses of con- 
ducting the public business of the City of Pit- 
tsburgh and meeting the debt charges thereof 
during the said period ng January 1, 1980 and 
ending December 31, 1980 as well as all en- 
cumbrances incurred prior to January 1, 1980 
for which services have not actually been ren- 
dered, or supplies, materials or equipment ac- 
tually delivered prior to December 31, 1979 and 
so reported to the City Controller. Said en- 
cumbrances shall be charged to the proper ap- 
propriation accounts against which en- 
cumbrances have been originally charged, 
and all unexpended balances of appropriations 
remaining open upon the books of the City Con- 
troller at the close of the fiscal year 1979, shall 
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be and the same are hereby ordered to be can- 
celled except such aoounts as shal] be required 
for payments for salaries and wages earned, 
services actually rendered or supplies, 
materials or equipment actually delivered 
prior to December 31, 1979 and so reported to 
the City Controller, or such amounts as shall 
be directed to be carried over to the fiscal year 
1980 by resolution or ordinance of Council. 


Section 2. No liability shall be incurred 
against any appropriation item in excess of the 
unencumbered balance thereof, and said ap- 
propriation item shall be administered subject 
to and in conformity with the following terms 
and conditions: 


(a) Data required for preparation of payrolls 
shall be submitted to the City Treasurer 
in such form, and at such time as he may 
prescribe, thhis data to include records of 
employment, time worked, whether com- 
pensation is based upon hours or days 
worked, quantity of work performed, or 
upon a monthly or annual salary basis, 
and such other records or reports with 
reference to personal service as may be 
required. 


Payrolls shall be prepared by the City 
Treasurer upon the basis of such records 
or reports, and submitted by him to the 
respective directors or heads of depart- 
ments or offics for approval and cer- 
tification in such forms as he may 
prescribe. 


In addition to the data required for 
preparation of payrolls in (a) above, the 
respective directors or heads of depart- 
ments or officers shall also prepare a 
written report, under oath, containing the 
same data, for all unspent payrolls, for 
each specific pay period, for City Council, 
and shall further, prepare for transfer to 
Council’s Code Account 42-2, all such un- 
spent salaries or wages, and to carry out 
such transfer, on or efore the date set for 
the actual pay period. 


Section 3. No obligation shall be incurred by 
any department of the City government other 
than for salaries or wages, or for necessary ex- 
penses of employees when engaged apon City 
business, except through the issue of an order, 
stating the service to be rendered, work per- 
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formed or supplies, materials or equilment to 
be furnished to gether with the estimated cost 
of the same. 


The Director of the Department of Supplies 
is hereby authorized and directed to provide 
upon requisition by the head of any depart- 
ment all necessary supplies, materials, equip- 
ment and machinery for such department: 
provided, however, that no requisition of any 
department shall be filed by the Director of the 


Department of Supplies in excess of the unen- 
cumbered balance of the appropriation 
properly chargeable, and that nor order shall 
be issued by the Director of the Department of 
Supplies, or by the head of any other depart- 
ment of the City government, until it has been 
approved by the City Controller. Payments on 
account of direct purchase shali be made from 
the amounts hereinafter appropriated thereof 
respectivelyo Purchase made by the Director 
of the Department of Supplies to go into stores 
shall be paid from the fund provided for such 
purposes, and when as directed by the City 
Controller; said fund shall be reimbursed from 
other appropriations to the extent of deliveries 
made from stores. 


Section 4. Council may, by resolution of the 
Finance Committee from time to time, restrict 
expenditures from the appropriations made 
hereby, both as to amounts of expenditures 
and the periods within which expenditures 
may be made, and aiso, by resolution of the 
Finance Committee at any time cancel in 
whole or part any unencumbered balance of 
any said appropriations. 


Section 5. For purposes of administration 
and accounting control, the code numbers in- 
dicated herein shall be considered as part of 
the appropriation titles.

Fixing the number of officers and employees 
of the City of Pittsburgh, and the rate of com- 
pensation thereof, and setting minimum levels 
for designated positions. 


Be it resolved by the Council of the City of 
Pittsburgh as follows: 


Section 1. That from and after the first day 
of January, 1980, the number of officers and 
employees of all departments of the City of Pit- 
tsburgh, and the rate of compensation thereof, 
shal] be and the same are hereby fixed and 
established as herein set forth. 


Section 2. To ensure the capacity of the City 
to provide an effective level of municipal ser- 
vices which will meet the economic, physical 
and social needs of its citizens, residents, 
visitors and neighborhoods during the fiscal 
year for which this Resolution shall be in force, 
those positions designated by Section 3 of this 
Resolution shall remain filled for the entire 
fiscal year, subject to any reasonable time 
periods required to replace existing officers or 
employees who leave City employment for any 
reason during that fiscal year. There shall be 
no reduction in the number of filled positions 
so designated unless authorized by a 
resolution amending this budget resolution, in 
accordance with Section 507 of the Home Rule 
Charter of Pittsburgh. In adopting this 
Resolution it is the intention of Council to 
provide funding for the annual budget at a 
level which will enable all departments and 
units of City government so designated to be 


Staffed, equipped and maintained at the levels 
mandated herein. If, during the fiscal year, the 
executive branch determines that the number 
of employees so mandated in any program can 
be reduced without substantially effecting the 
level of services to be provided, the Mayor 
may request an amandment to this Resolution 
to accomplish that reduction, and shall include 
with any request of that nature the reasons for 
the reduction and evidence as to the impact of 
that reduction upon the level of services 
provided.
